The first settlers of Bethel very 
early took active measures to pro¬ 
vide for higher education of their 
children, attending which seems to 
have been transmitted to the fol¬ 
lowing generations, for no town in 
the -state can boast of having a 
greater number of highly educated 
and intellectual people in propor¬ 
tion to its population than Bethel. 
No other town sends a larger per-

In 1835 the citizens formed an or¬ 
ganization as trustees of the 
Bethel High School, and employed 
the late Dr. N. T. True as its prin¬ 
cipal. Encouraged by their success 
the trustees reorganized and obtain¬ 
ed a charter for an Academy, 
which by act of the Legislature, 
January27,1836, was incorporated 
as Bethel Academy. 

The corporators were: John Gro¬ 
ver, Moses Mason, Jr., William 
Frye, Charles Frost, Jedediah Bur¬ 
bank, John Hastings, Stephen 
Emery, Barbour Bartlett, James 
Walker, Levi Whitman, Robbins 
Brown, Valentine Little, George 
Timothy Carter, Pheneas Foster, | 
Timothy Hastings, and Robert A. 
Chapman. The first meeting of th*> 
trustees washeld May 2,1S36, when- 
Capt. Timothy Hastings was chosen 
chairman, and Hon. Win. Frye, 
secretary. 

The act of incorporation was ac¬ 
cepted and a code of by-laws adopt¬ 
ed for thegovernmentof the school 
and of the Board of Trustees, It 
was voted to erect an academy 
building and to have it all ready 
for occupancy on the second Wed¬ 
nesday of September following, 
when the first term of school was 
to commence. Isaac Randall was 
the first instructor. * . ^ 

The institution was withoutfuuds 
and depended upon public patron¬ 
age for support, but in 1842, Rev. 
Daniel Gould oPRumford, made a 
bequest, sinceknown as the “Gould 
Fund,” on condition that the name 
be changed to “Gould Academy in 
Bethel,” which was done. 

A grantof a half-township of land 
was made in 1S50; this was sold 
and the proceeds were termed the 
“State Fund.” In 1855, Dr. John 
Grover made a donation; the inter¬ 
est of which was to be expended 
only for chemical and physical ap¬ 
paratus. 

The present Academy building, 
erected in 1881, is well lighted, 
pleasant and fully adapted to the 
purpose for which it was built. 
There are four recitation rooms, 
a trustees’ room, a laboratory and a 
reading-rooui. The Academy has 
a well selected library of over seven 
hundred .volumes and a cabinet of 
mineralsequalled by few collections 
inthn state. The building is heat¬ 
ed'with hot air and is supplied 
with pure water. 

In 1891, by a resol ve of the Leg¬ 
islature the Academy realized sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars. Among 
other gifts to the Academy should 
be mentioned those of the citizens 
of Bethel, who, at diff^renP times 
during the early days subscribed 
such sums as they could for the 
needs of the institution j * and 
especially in 1882, when $1,123.00 
was raised this way for the purpose 
offurnisfiing the new building.

From the very first the school 
was popular. Situated as it is in 
a pretty village of Maine, among the 
hills of Oxford county, unsurpassed 
in its beauty and granduer of their 
scenery, Gould Academy has al¬ 
ways received its Share of public 
patronage and has been the 'envy 
of institutions in less favored lo¬ 
calities. Scholars here,- breathing 
the invigorating mountain air, free 
from the allurements of city life, 
haye every incentive to high schol¬ 
arly attain ments. - Proof of this is 
the prominent position held by so 
many of its alumni in all thelearn- 
ed professions, as well as in busi¬ 
ness and the humbler walks of life. 

The future of the school never 
looked brighter than it does now. 
The term just closed has been one 
of the most successful in the his¬ 
tory of the instutition, and Princi¬ 
pal Small and his popular and 
efficient teachers are doing much to 
make the school stand among the 
first and to merit the support which 
it receives.

WELSH SUPERSTITIONS. 


They Associate Spectral Hounds With 
Mountain Storms. 


One of the many curious superstitions 
of the Welsh peasantry is that of Cron 
Anuwn, or “the spirit hounds of the 
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mountains of Wales,, the peasant will [ 
tell you that his ear can discern the j 
howl of the Cron: Anuwn mingled with I 
that of the wind* but sufficiently clear 
and distinct to admit of no mistake off 

what it is. i 

These “spirit hounds,” he tells you, , 
ate the spectral dogs which hunt the 
souls of the dead, or which foretell, by f 
their expectant cry, the approaching: 
death of some person of evil deeds; Favr \ 
of' those who pretend that they can: so ; 
readily distinguish the cry of the soul j 
hunting pact are: willing to admit that* 
they have ever actually seen a Cron. 
Anuwn, “for*” they say, “who would 
Mncer until such specters dawned upon 
thesight?” They are described by Fali- 
esin, and also in the “Mabinogion,” 
where it is said they are of a: clear, shin¬ 
ing white, with red ears. The above 
seems to be the universal description, 
and on that account the author of 
“Mythology of the Ancient Druids” 
gives it as his opinion that they are 
realty “mystical: transformations of 
Druidish priests, with their white robes 
and red tiaras. ” 

In the popular superstitions of Ire¬ 
land, where a similar belief in spectral 
hounds exists, they are said to be “jet 
black, with eyes and teeth of fire. ” Old 
Con McMicliael, who murdered 20 per¬ 
sons in the early part of the fifteenth 
century, and who got rid of his victims 
by burning their bodies, is said to have 
been eaten by spectral dogs “that could 
be seen high in the air awfully rending 
and tearing his flesh.” One of the pecul¬ 
iarities of the Cron Annwn, according 
to the Rev. Edmund James, is that the 
farther away they are the louder their 
cries appear, the sound decreasing as they 
draw near.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


How ttoe Entrance to Sew York Bay Is 
Illuminated. 

The entrance to New York harbor is 
illuminated af night like a city street, 
as each of the spar buoys along the Ged- 
ney channel carries an electric light. 
The current: for these lights, as well as 
for some others farther up the harbor, 
is furnished from, a, generating station 
at Sandy Hook; Part of the lights are 
supplied with a continuous current at 
150 volts by means: of nearly two miles 
of cable, consisting of a single conduct¬ 
or of seven stranded copper wires of 
No, 18 gauge; covered with an insnla- 
| tor and protected hy a double armor of 
; steel wire. The buoys along the'Gedney 
i channel are furnished with an altemat- 
[ ing current at 1,000 volts, probably the 
| first instance in which such a current 
has been used lor this purpose. 

In the manufacture of the six miles 
of cable for these lights the use of iron 
as an armor had to be discarded, as with 
it the effects of self induction, were too 
pronounced. Accordingly the armor em- 
ployed is No. 18 gauge hard drawn cop- 
t per wire* the conductor consisting of 
i seven stranded copper wires of similar 
i gauge. Gutta percha is the insulator, 
i The conv ersiom of the altera ating curren t 
from 1,000 volts in the primary current 
f to 100 volts for the lamp circuit is e£- 
i fected, in a small transformer of 600 
j watts capacity fitted inside the head of 
the wooden buoy. Each is mounted in 
a, strong water tight case, winch is filled 
t with heavy oil- as an. additional insnla- 
| tion. The lamps are of 100 candle pow- 
; er each, and are set at the top of the 
i buoy. They are protected by heavy bell 
I glass globes, and are about five inches 
; in, diameter. The buoys to which these 
lamps axe fixed are large spars from 60 
to 70 feet long, each anchored to the 
bottom by a hollow cast iron block shap¬ 
ed like a, mushroom and weighing about 
5,000 pounds.

Seme improvements in the treatment 
Of silk are noted. Ordinarily silk is 
“weighted” by depositing tannate of 
tin on the fiber; the material, receives a 
bath of tannic acid and then, another of 
perchloride of tin, a repetition of this 
being made, until an increase of the 
weight amounts to from 15 to 20 per 
cent, beyond which it is not considered 
safe to go in the case of silk intended to 
be dyed light shades or to he bleached. ! 
Recently a German inventor has brought 
forward a process in which silica is the 
weighting agent* In carrying out this 
method three steps are described. First, 
the silk, raw or in any stage of manu¬ 
facture and either before or after dye¬ 
ing, is worked for an hour in a bath of 
perchloride of tin; then, after squeezing 
and washing, if is worked in a warm 
solution of water glass or soluble sili¬ 
cate of soda for about an hour, followed 
by washing, having also been previously 
passed through a solution of phosphate 
of soda* The operation may be repeated 
again and again with no harmful effect 
on the fiber or oii the subsequent dye¬ 
ing, and in five operations the silk may 
be increased in weight some 100 to 120 
per cent. The silk, is now soaped, and, 
if already dyed, is cleared in; an emul¬ 
sion of olive oil and acid.—New York 
Sun. 


The Extravagant Prices Charged at a Phil- 
aUElnhia Theater In, 1780. 

Flaygoers growl at the price of seats 
in the theater today, hut: let them read 
what was charged in Philadelphia at¬ 
one time, as told in “Shakespeare’s 
Heroines on the Stage,” and then rest, 
content. The story is told in these words 
in the book: 

“In 1769, at Annapolis, ‘The Mer¬ 
chant of Venice’ was produced by the 
New American; company,, with Mrs. Os¬ 
borne, the heavy tragedy actress, as the 
heroine. The curtain rang up at 6 p. m. 
in the ‘new* playhouse. a Gentlemen 
who desired to pay but 5s. sat perforce 
in the pit of upper boxes; those who 
could afford 7s* 6 d. chose the more fash¬ 
ionable lower boxes. Some of the cheap¬ 
er seats were not easy of access; if we 
may judge by this advertisement in the 
paper of the day, ‘ Upper boxes are now 
preparing, the passage to which must 
be from the stage ; it. is therefore hoped 
[ such gentlemen and ladies as choose to 
fix on these seats will come before the 
play begins, as; it is not possible tlroy 
can be admitted after the curtain is 
drawn up.* 

“As for the cost of going to the thea¬ 
ter in the New York playhouse at this 
time, that ran lower; gallery seats there 
sold for 2s. each, pit seats for 4s. and 
the boxes, of which there were ten, for 
os. These prices, however, were appar¬ 
ently very moderate (whether they were 
New York shillings or sterling shil¬ 
lings! compared with the prices at: the 
Philadelphia theater in 1780, when $15 
was: charged for the admission of a 
child, §20 for a gallery seat, §30 for ad¬ 
mission to the pit, and §40 for a box; 
but these latter prices, it maybe added, 
were in continental money 1 ”

Ho Did Farm Work In Indiana For SS 
- Cents a Hay. 

By this time Abraham had become an 
important member of the family. He 
was remarkably strong for his years, 
and the work he could do in a day was 
a decided advantage to Thomas Lincoln. 
The ax which had been put into his 
hand to help in making the first clear¬ 
ing had never been allowed to drop; 
indeed, as he says himself, “from that 
till within his twenty-third year he 
was almost constantly handling that 
most useful instrument.” Besides, he 
drove the team, cut down the elm and 
linden brush With which the stock was 
often fed, learned to handle the old 
shovel plow, to wield the sickle, to 
thrash the wheat with a flail, to fan and 
clean it with a sheet, to go to mill ana 
turn the hard earned grist into flour; 
in short, he learned all the trades the 
settler’s hoy must’ know, and Well 
enough so that when his father did not 
need him he could hire him to the 
neighbors. Thomas Lincoln also taught 
him the rudiments of carpentry and 
cabinet making, and kept him busy 
some of the time as his assistant in his 
trade. There are houses stfcl standing 
in and near,. Gentryville on which it is 
said he worked. The families of Lamar, 
Jones, Crawford, Gentry, Turnham and 
Richardson all claim the honor of hav¬ 
ing employed him upon their cabins. 
As he grew older he became one of the 
strongest and most' popular “hands” in 
the vicinity, and much of his time was 
spent as a “hired boy” on some neigh¬ 
bor’s farm. For 25 cents a day—paid to 
his father—he was hostler, plowman, 
woodebopper and carpenter, besides 
helping the women with the “chores. ” 
For them, so say the legends, he was 
ready to carry water, _ make the fire, 
even tend the baby. No wonder that a 
laborer who never refused to do any¬ 
thing asked of him, who could “strike 
with a mallet heavier blows” and “sink 
an ax deeper into the wood” than any¬ 
body else in the community, and who 
at the same time was general help for 
the women, never lacked a job in Gen- 
' tryville.—Ida M. Tarbell in McClure’s 
Magazine.

Feeding Habits of tbe Weakflsh. 

“The weakfish,” said an old fisher¬ 
man, “appears to be very intelligent and 
quite well able, to provide itself with 
food. It will come up on the flood, and 
work Its way into the shallow places in 
the flats* looking for things to eat, per¬ 
haps for soft shell crabs. It noses the 
ulva, or sea lettuce, about, looking, un¬ 
der it for anything that may have been 
left there, by the tide or that may have 
come there after the tidewent out. I’ve 
seen weakfish swim under a boat that I. 
was in that was anchored on the flats, 
on the way-to places, where the flood tide 
was making up. As the tide gets higher 
the weakfish works along the sedge 
j bank. The sedge hank is where the 
meadow land adjacent to a bay meets 
the sand; there may be there a bank 
perhaps 18 inches or 2 feet high at 
low water, and as the water rises the 
weakfish swims along this hank, look¬ 
ing* and when the, flood tide* still ris* 
ing, rises above the edge of the hank 
and runs hack in the sedge grass the 
weakfish goes With it, looking about in 
the grass for things good to eat just as 
he did under and about the ulva and in 
the shallow places on the flats.”—New 
York Sun, 


The Fatter Is Promoted toy Taking the 
Former Before Exercise. 

Breakfast should he eaten in the 
morning before leaving the house for 
exercise or labor of any description. 
Those who do it will he able to perform 
more work, and with greater comfort 
and alacrity than those who work an 
hour or two before breakfast. Besides 
this the average duration of life of 
those who take breakfast before exer¬ 
cise or work will he a number of years 
greater than those who do otherwise. 
Most persons begin to feel weak after 
having been engaged five or six hours 
in their ordinary avoctftions; a good 
meal reinvigorates, but from the last 
meal of the day until next morning 
there is an interval of some 10 or 12 
hours. Hence the body, in a sense, is 
■weak, and in proportion cannot resist 
deleterions agencies, whether of the 
fierce cold of midwinter or of the poi¬ 
sonous miasm which rests upon the sur¬ 
face of the earth whenever the sun 
shines on a blade of vegetation or a 
heap of offal* 

This miasm is more solid, more con¬ 
centrated, and hence more malignant 
about sunrise and sunset than- at any 
other hour of the 24, because the cold 
of the night condenses it, and it is on 
the first few inches above the soil in its | 
most solid form, but as the sun rises it 
warms and expands and ascends to a 
point high enough to be breathed, and 
being taken into the lungs with the air 
and swallowed with the saliva into the 
stomach, all weak and empty as it is, 
it is greedily drank in, thrown immedi¬ 
ately into the circulation of the blood 
and carried directly to every part of the 
body, depositing its poisonous influences 
at tbe very fountain head of life.

The Milky Sea. 

In 1616 the expedition to the East In¬ 
dies under Martin Pring, when in the 
tropical Pacific, had one night What was 
to the members of that expedition a very 
mystifying spectacle. They beheld tbe 
sea all about them pale and white* re- , 
sembling a vast cheese vat, so that one 
might have imagined “the Ship to have 
been sailing in Whey instead of Salt 
Water, it carried such a milky appear¬ 
ance along with it. The Air and Skie at 
the same time look’d White and hazy, 
without doubt the effect of thereflections 
from the Surface of the Water so dis¬ 
pos’d and colour’d.” 

In February, 1881, Mr. Daniel Pidge- 
on, a very acute observer, witnessed 
the phenomenon of this “milky sea” of 
the Pacific, wken, he says, “the whole 
ocean from the ship to the visible hori¬ 
zon looked exactly as if it were covered 
with snow. 

‘-‘The snowy surface evidently reflect¬ 
ed the light of the sky, for Venus, being 
very bright, threw a distinguishable line 1 
of radiance across it, while the phos¬ 
phorescent crests of waves were now and 
then seen breaking above the layer of 
shining matter which overlaid the wa¬ 
ter. ” He convinced himself that the ap¬ 
pearance was due to a thin layer of 
mist, produced when the sea surface 
happens to he considerably cooler than 
the moist atmosphere above it, so that 
tbe air in immediate contact with the 
water is chilled below the dew point and 
becomes misty, while the air above re¬ 
mains transparent. 

It would be interesting to know 
whether tbe same explanation will ap¬ 
ply'to all displays of the “milky sea,” 
or whether the effect should sometimes 
be attributed solely to phosphorescent 
animals, and plants, and if not whether 
in any case those sources of light con¬ 
tribute to illuminate the sea from be- 
low.-—Blackwood’s Magazine.

The advance in the accuracy of work- | 
manship in machinery is one of the re¬ 
markable features of manufactures.

How the 
widowed aunt from a distance and all 
the little cousins, who never had the tur¬ 
key taste ou their tongues until grand¬ 
ma invited them to eat Thanksgiving 
dinner with us all, visibly grew and 
grew before our astonished eyes until, 
like the snap dragon flower, we expect¬ 
ed them to go to pieces of their own ro¬ 
tundity ! 

How.a gentle listlessness gradually 
pervaded the company until we drowsi¬ 
ly refused all offers of more aud dream¬ 
ily pondered as to whether or no we 
should ever care to eat again!

Services Three Hours Long In the Cold 
Sabbath Day Houses. 

Oh Thanksgiv iug and on all other 
feast and fast days, as well as on the 
Sabbath, there were held two services— 
morning and afternoon—each of some 
hours’ duration, and for places of rest 
and refreshment during the noon inter¬ 
mission between them there were erect¬ 
ed in the immediate vicinity of the 
meeting house, for the accommodation 
of distant worshipers, small buildings 
called “Sabbath day houses.” These 
structures were usually built and held 
in partnership by two families and con¬ 
sisted of two rooms some 10 or 32 feet 
square, with a chimney between them, 
having a fireplace in each apartment. 

On Thanksgiving morning a bounti¬ 
ful supply of good cheer Was stowed 
away in the wagon or sleigh that was 
to convey a household to “meeting. ” 
Arriving in the vicinity of the sacred 
edifice the “Sabbath day house” was 
first visited and the provisions deposit¬ 
ed there. A fire was then lighted and 
soon all were thoroughly thawed out 
and well warmed after their long, cold 
ride. At 9 o’clock, the hour for wor¬ 
ship, they Were ready to sally forth and! 
shiver in the. cold during the threo 
hour morning service, for the “meeting 
houses” or churches of those days were 
wholly unwarmed by artificial heat of 
any kind. As a_consequence the minis¬ 
ter preached in his overcoat and mittens, 
and Whefi the services drew near-an end 
on a cold day everybody was anxious to 
escape from the chilling atmosphere of 
the church and seek warmth in their ad¬ 
jacent homes, or “Sabbath day houses,” I 
as soon as possible.—Buffalo Express.
